UNITED PROVINCES ACT No. II OF 1921 


[Passed by the local Leoislathee op the United 
Provinces of Agra and Ohdh] 

Received the assent of the Governor of the United Provinces 
of Agra and Oudh on the ZOth September, 1921, and of 
the Governor General on the Wh December, 1921, and 
was published under section 81 of the Government of 
India Act on the 1th January, 1922, 

An Act for the establishment of a Board of High School 
and Intermediate Education. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to establish a Board to 
take the place of the Allahabad University in regulating 
and supervising the system of High School and Inter- 
mediate education in the United Provinces, and to 
prescribe courses for English Middle classes, subject to 
the control of the local Government : It is hereby 
enacted as follows : 

1. (1) This Act may be ealled the Intermediate 
Education Act, 1921. 

(2) It extends to the territories administered by the 
local Government of the United Provinces.

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the 
local Government may, by notification in the Gazette^ 
direct. 

2. In this Act, and in all regulations made here- 
under, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context,— 

{a) Board ” means the Board of High School and 
Intermediate Education ; 

(6) “Institution” means the whole of an institu- 
tion, or a part thereof, as the case may be ; 

(c) “Minister” means Minister for Education in 

the United Provinces ; 

(d) “ Kecognition ” means recognition for the pur- 

pose of preparing candidates for admission to 
the Board’s examinations ; 

(e) “ Regulations ” means regulations made by the 

Board under this Act. 

3. (1) The Board shall be established as soon as may 
be after this Act has come into force, and shall consist 
of- 

(a) the Director of Public Instruction (ex officio 

Chairman) ; 

(b) two Principals of Intermediate colleges main- 

tained by Provincial Government, appointed by 
the Minister ; 

(c) four Principals of Intermediate colleges not . 

maintained by Provincial Government, elected 
from among themselves; 

(d) one head master of a High School maintained by 

Provincial Government, appointed by the 
Minister ; 

(e) two head masters of High Schools not main- 

tained by Provincial Government, elected from, 
among themselves ; 



if)B. representative of Engineering, appointed by 
the Minister ; 

(g) a representative of Agriculture, appointed by 

the Minister ; 

(h) a member of the Medical profession, appointed 

by the United Provinces Medical Council ; 

{i) a member of the staff of a Training College for 
teachers, appointed by the Minister ; 

{ J ) a representative of Industries, appointed by 
the Minister ; 

{k) a lady appointed by the Minister to represent 
women’s education ; 

{/) representatives elected by Universities estab- 
lished by law in the United Provinces, whose 
number shall be, as nearly as possible, one- 
third of the total number of the other members 
of the Board ; 

Explanation — The number of representatives to be 
assigned to each University under clause {1) of 
sub'Section (1) shall be fixed by the Minister. 

{M) two members* elected by the members of the 
Legislative Assembly, and one member by the 
members of the Legislative Council ; 

(n) one member each appointed by the Upper India 

Chamber of Commerce and the United Prov^ 
inees Chamber of Commerce ; 

(o) one member each appointed by the British 

Indian Association and by the Agra Land- 
holders’ Association.

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(2) Persons not more than three in number may be 
nominated by the Minister to secure the representatiOii 
of minorities not otherwise adequately represented. 

(3) The Board shall be authorized to co-opt persons 
not exceeding three in number, on account of their 
possessing expert knowledge in subjects of study included 
in the courses prescribed by the Board. 

4. (1) Members other than 3X officio and co-opted 
members shall hold office for a term of three years from 
the date of the notification published under section 6. 

(2) The term of office of co-opted members shall 
terminate on the same date as that of other appointed 
members. 

5, When the prescribed term of office of members 
other than ex offiicio members has expired the vacancies- 
so caused shall be filled as soon as conveniently may be 
in accordance with sub-section (1) of section 3. 

6. The names of the persons who have been nomi- 
nated or elected to be members of the Board, in accord- 
ance with sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 3 or with sec- 
tion 5, shall be published by notification in the Gazette. 

7, Subject to the provisions of this Act the Board 
shall have the following powers, namely,— 

(1) to prescribe courses of instruction for the Inter- 
mediate classes and the High and Middle sections of 
English schools in such branches of education as it may 
think fit ; 

(2) to grant diplomas or certificates to persons who— 

(a) have pursued a course of study in an institu- 
tion admitted to the privileges of recogni- 
tion by the Board ; or 

(6) are teachers ; or 
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(c) have studied privately under conditions laid 
down in the regulations, and have passed 
the examinations of the Board under like 
conditions ; 

(3) to conduct examinations at the end of the High 
School and Intermediate courses ; 

(4) to recognize institutions for the purposes of its 
examinations ; 

(5) to admit candidates to its examinations ; 

(6) to demand and receive such fees as may be pre- 
scribed in the regulations ; 

(7) to publish the results of its examinations ; 

(8) to co-operate with other authorities in such 
manner and for such purposes as the Board may deter- 
mine ; 

(9) to call for reports from the Department of Public 
Instruction on the condition of recognized institutions 
or of institutions applying for recognition ; 

(10) to submit to the Minister its views on any 
matter with which it is concerned ; 

(11) to see the schedules of new demands proposed 
to be included in the budget relating to institutions 
recognized by it and to submit, if it thinks fit, its views 
thereon for the consideration of the Minister ; 

(12) to do all such other acts and things as may be 
requisite in order to further the objects of the Board as a 
body constituted for regulating and supervising High 
School and Intermediate education. 

8 . Nothing in the Act shall affect the constitution, 
powers or functions of the Benares Hindu University, the 
Aligarh Muslim University or the Lucknow University, 
except with their consent recorded in writing. 

9. (1) The Minister shall have the right to address 
the Board with reference to any of the work conducted

(2) The Board shall report to the Minister such 
action, if any, as it is proposed to take or has been taken 
upon his communication. 

(3) If the Board does not, within a reasonable 
time, take action to the satisfaction of the Minister, 
the Minister may, after considering any explanation 
furnished or representation made by the Board, issue 
such directions consistent with this Act as he may think 
fit, and the Board shall comply with such directions. 

(4) In any emergency wnich, in the opinion of 
the Minister, requires that immediate action should be 
taken, the Minister may take such action consistent with 
ihis Act as he deems necessary without previous con- 
sultation with the Board, and shall forthwith inform the 
Board thereof, 

10. The following shall be the officers of the Board : 

(1) The Chairman. 

(2) The Secretary. 

(3) Such other officers as may be declared by the 

regulations to be officers of the Board. 

11, (1) It shall be the duty of the Chairman to see 
that this Act and the regulations are faithfully observed, 
and he shall have all powers necessary for this purpose. 

(2) The Chairman shall have power to convene 
meetings of the Board, and shall call a meeting at any 
time after due notice, on a requisition signed by not less 
than five members of the Board and stating the business 
to be brought before the meeting. 

(3) In any emergency, arising out of the adminis- 
trative business of the Board, which, in the opinion of 
the Chairman, requires that immediate action should be 
taken, the Chairman shall take such action as he deems 
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necessary, and shall thereafter report his action to the 
Board at its next meeting. 

(4) The Chairman shall exercise such other powers 
as may be prescribed by the regulations. 

12. (1) The Secretary shall be appointed by the 
Minister upon such conditions and for such period as the 
Minister may deem fit. 

He shall be removable from office by the votes of not 
less than three-fourths of the members present at a 
special meeting of the Board at which not less than one 
half of the total number of the members are present. 

(2) The Secretary shall, subject to the control of 
the Board, be the administrative officer of the Board. 
He shall be responsible for the presentation of the annual 
estimates and statement of accounts. 

(3) He shall be responsible for seeing that all 
moneys are expended on the purpose for which they are 
granted or allotted. 

(4) He shall be responsible for keeping the minutes 
of the Board. 

(5) He shall exercise such other powers as may be 
prescribed by the regulations. 

(6) He shall be entitled to be present and to speak 
at any meeting of the Board, but shall not be entitled 
to vote thereat. 

13. (1) The Board shall appoint Committees of 
Courses, an Examinations' Committee, a Committee for 
Eecognition, a Finance Committee, and such other com- 
mittees, if any, as may be prescribed by the regulations. 

(2) Such committees shall consist of members of 
the Board and of such other persons, if any, as the Board 

in each case may think fit. 

(3) A Committee may co-opt persons to serve thereon 

up to a limit of one-third of the total number of mem- 
bers of the Committee.

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(4) Members of Committees other than co-opted 
members shall hold office for a period of three years. 

The term of office of co-opted members shall be one 
year : 

Provided that the term of office of members of a 
Committee, whether they are members of the Board or 
not, shall not extend beyond that of appointed members 
of the Board. 

14. All matters relating to the exercise by the Board 
of powers conferred upon it by this Act which have by 
regulation been delegated by the Board to any one of 
its committees shall stand referred to that Committee, 
and the Board, before exercising any such powers, shall 
receive and consider the report of the Committee with 
respect to the matter in question. 

Regulations 

15, (1) The Board may make regulations for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing power the Board may make 
regulations providing for all or any of the following 
matters, namely, 

(a) the constitution, powers and duties of com- 

mittees ; 

(b) the conferment of diplomas and certificates ; 

(c) the conditions of recognition of institutions for 

the purposes of its examinations ; 

(d!) the courses of study to be laid down for all 
certificates and diplomas ; 

(e) the conditions under which candidates shall be 
admitted to the examinations of the Board 
and v«^hall be eligible for diplomas and certifi- 
cates ; 

(/) the fees for admission to the examinations of 
the Board ; 
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(g) the conduct of examinations ; 

{h) the appointment of examiners and their duties 
and powers in relation to the Board’s examina- 
tions ; 

(?) the election of members to the Board under 
clauses (c) and (e) of sub-section (1) of section 3 ; 
(j) the admission of institutions to the privileges of 
recognition and the withdrawal of recognition , 
(A;) all matters which by this Act are to be or may 
be provided for by regulations ; 

(1) the conditions under which grants-in-aid shall be 

given to institutions recognized by the Board. 

16. Regulations under section 15 shall not be made 
except after publication and shall not take effect until 
they have been sanctioned by the Minister and published 
in the Gazette, 

17. (1) Within six months from the commencement 
of this Act or within such further period as the local 
Government may fix in this behalf — 

(a) the Board, as constituted under this Act, shall 

prepare a body of regulations for the sanction 
of the Minister ; 

(b) if any alterations in, or additions to, the draft 

regulations submitted appear to the Minister 
to be necessary, the Minister may, after con- 
sulting the Board, sanction the proposed body 
of regulations with such additions and altera- 
tions as appear to be necessary. 

(2) If a draft body of regulations is not submitted 
by the Board within the period of six months from 
the commencement of this Act or within such further 
period as may be fixed under sub-section (1), the Minis- 
ter may, within six months after the expiry of such 
period or of such further period, make, after previous 
publication, regulations which shall have the same force

as if they had been prepared and sanctioned under sub 
section (1). 

18. All casual vacancies among the members (other 
than e^r officio members) of the Board or of a committee 
appointed by the Board shall be filled, as soon as con- 
veniently may be, by the person or body who appointed, 
elected, or co-opted the member whose place has become 
vacant and the person appointed, elected or co-opted to 
a casual vacancy shall be a member of the Board or Com- 
mittee for the residue of the term for which the person 
whose plac e he fills would have been a member. 

19. No act or proceeding of the Board or of a com- 
mittee appointed by it shall be invalidated merely by 
reason of the existence of a vacancy or vacancies among 
its members. 

20. (1) The Board and its Committees may make 
by-laws consistent with this Act and the Regulations— 

(a) laying down the procedure to be observed at 

their meetings and the number of members 
required to form a quorum ; 

(b) providing for all matters which consistently 

with this Act and the Regulations are to be 
prescribed by by-laws ; and 

(c) providing for all other matters solely concerning 

the Board and its committees and not pro- 
vided for by this Act and the regulations. 

(2) The Board and its committees shall make by-laws 
providing for the giving of notice to the members of 
the Board or Committee of the dates of meetings, and 
of the business to be considered at meetings, and for the 
keeping of a record of the proceedings of meetings. 

(3) The Board may direct the amendment or recission 
of any by-law made by a Committee under this sec- 
tion, and the Committee shall give effect to any such 
direction.

Ax D WHEREAS by the Proclamation, dated the third 
day of November, 1939, promulgated under section 93 
of the Government of India Act, 1935, the Governor 
of the United Provinces has assumed to himself all 
powers vested by or under the aforesaid Act in the 
Provincial L'=‘gislature : 

And WHEREAS the continuance in force of the said 
Proclamation has been approved by a resolution passed 
by both Houses of Parliament : 

Now, THEREFORE, the Governor in exercise of the 
powers aforesaid is pleased to make the following Act : 

1. This Act may be called the LIrited Provinces 
Intermediate E^iucation (Amendment) Act, 1941. 

2. In the preamble to the Intermediate Educatioii 
Act, 1921, hereinafter referred to as the said Act, for 
the M'ords “for English Middle cla ses, subject to the 
control of the Local Government ” the word “ therefor " 
shall be substituted.

CHAPTER I 
Definitions 

In these regulations, unless there is anything rejiug- 
nant in the subject or context, the following terms shall 
have the following meaning : 

(1) '‘Chairman ” means the Chairman of tlie Board 
of High School and Intermediate Education, 
United Provinces. 

/I) “College” means an educational institution 
preparing candidates for the Intermediate 
Examination, or the Intermediate Examina- 
tion in Commerce or the Intermediate Exami- 
nation in Agriculture of the Board, and 
recognized by the Board for such a purpose. 

(3) “ Department ” means the Department of Public 

Instruction in the United Provinces. 

(4) “ Director ” means the Director of Public 

Instruction in the United Provinces. 

(5) “ Guardian ” means the natural or legal guardian 

or a person approved by the head of the insti- 
tution concerned as the guardian of a student 
for the purposes of these regulations. 

’ (6) “ Head Master ” means the head of a High 

School recognized by the Board. 
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(7) High School ” means an educational institu- 

tion preparing candidates for the High School 
Examination of the Board and recognized by 
the Board for such a purpose. 

(8) “Inspector’’ means an inspecting officer of the 

Education Department. 

(9) ““ Principal ” means the head of a College. 

(10) ““Private candidate” means a candidate for 

admission to an examination conducted by 
the Board who has not, during any part of 
the session preceding the examination, studied 
at an educational institution* of an}^ kind. 

(11) ““ Regular course of study” means a course of 

study prescribed by the Board. 

(12) ““ Scholar’s Register ” means the register contain- 

ing the record of a scholar’s progress kept in 
the 2)rescribed formf by the institution to 
which he belongs. 

(13) ““ Secretary ” means the Secretary of the Board of 

High School and Intermediate Education, 
United Provinces. 

(14) “ Session ” means the period for which an insti- 

tution is open for tuition during the twelve 
months commencing with the formation of 
new classes. 

CHAPTER II 
The Board 

1. The Board shall meet ordinarily in the months of 
November and February. 

2. The meeting of the Board held in the month of 
November shall be deemed to be the annual meeting of 
the Board.

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CHAPTER III 

The Secretary 

1. All meetings* of the Board shall be convened 
through the Secretary. 

2. The Secretary shall conduct the official correspon- 
dence of the Board under the authority of the Chairman* 

3. All fees and dues payable to the Board, and all 
sums received by the Secretary in his capacity as such^ 
shall be credited without delay into the Government 
Treasury. 

4. The Secretary shall be responsible, subject to the 
control of the Examinations’ Committee, for making 
arrangements for the holding of the Board’s examinations. 

5. The Secretary shall receive and, subject to the 
control of the Examinations’ Committee, deal with 
applications from candidates for admission to the 
Board’s examinations. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary, on behalf 
of the Board, to issue certificates in the prescribed form 
to successful candidates of having passed the Board’s 
examinations. 

7. The Secretary shall have charge of the Board’s 
library, and shall submit books received by him for 
consideration as text-books, etc. to the Committee 
concerned in accordance with the procedure laid down 
by the Board from time to time. 

8. The Secretary shall annually furnish the depart- 
ment by 31st May with a list of schools and colleges 
recognized for the purposes of the Board’s examinations, 
specifying the oi)tional subject or subjects in which 
recognition has been granted.

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9. The Secretary shall perform such other duties as 
may be assigned to him by the Board or may be neces- 
sary for the carrying out of its decisions. 

10. The Secrotaiy shall place before the meeting 
of the Board or its Committees all the resolutions con- 
nected witii the woik of the Boaicl pcassed by recognized 
educational associations of these provinces, if these are 
sent to him. 

CHAPTER IV 
Committees oe the Boaed 

1 . In addition to the committees specified in bection 
13(1) of the Intermediate Education Act, 1921, the 
Board shall appoint the following other committees : 

{a) a curriculum committee to consider general 
questions relating to the curriculum ; 

(6) a committee to bring out the results of examina- 
tions ; 

(c) a committee to advise the Board on questions 
relating to women's education. 

2. The number of members apj)ointed by the Boaid 
to any (^ommittcc shall, unless otherwise specified, be 
not less than three and not more than five. 

3. Election of meinbers to fill up ordinary vacancies 
in committees of the Board shall be held at the 
meeting of the Board immediately following the 
occurrence of the vacancy and members shall hold 
office from the date of election. 

4. Ihe Board shall appoint, at an annual meeting 
a member of each committee to be convener of the 
committee. The term of office of the convener shall 
be the same as that of ordinary members of the 
committee. In the event of the convener ceasing to 
hold office, the Chairman of the Board shall appoint a 
substitute from among the members of the committee to 
carry on the w ork till the next meeting of the Board. 
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5. The Secretary of the Board shall act as Secre- 
tary of the ExamiHations’ Committee. Unless elected 
a member of the committee, he will not have a vote. 

6. No person shall be a member of more than two 
of the following committees : 

(а) The Examinations’ Committee. 

(б) The Finance Committee. 

(c) The Recognition Committee. 

(d) The Curriculum Committee.

2. Committees of Courses shall be constituted for 
such other subjects of study as may from time to time 
be prescribed by the Board. 


3. Each Committee of Courses shall lay down a 
syllabus in the subject with which it is concerned and 
recommend or prescribe suitable text-books, when con- 
sidered necessary, in conformity with that syllabus. 

4. Whore a careful selection of text-books from 
amongst a number is na ".essary, the Committee of Courses 
concerned shall ordinarily meet twice, once in February 
and once in October. At the October meeting the 
Committee shall make a preliminary selection of text- 
books for the draft courses to be issued by the Board in 
the ensuing year and at the February meeting make a 
final selection of the books to appear in its approved

February, 1938. 

{The subject “ Rural Economics, Co-operation and Economic 
Geography of India,” an optional subject for the High School Examina- 
tion has been allotted to the Committee of Courses in Economics 
(vide Board’s Resolution 1 1 , dated the 4th February, 1937). 
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courses ; otherwise each Committee shall ordinarily meet 
once every year, in the month of February. It shall 
draw up courses tliree years ahead of the examinations 
for which they are intended t > be prescribed. The draft 
courses proposed by the Committee shall be circulated 
as soon as may be, among the members of the Board 
and sent to the Curriculum Committee. Any observa- 
tions made by the Curriculum Committee or by members 
of the Board in regard thereto shall be communicated by 
them direct to the Convener concerned before the end of 
August in the same year. If, in the opinion of the 
Convener, the nature of the criticisms received justifies 
the reconsideration of the courses drawn up by the 
Committee, he shall summon another meeting of the Com- 
mittee to reconsider the courses or ascertain by corre- 
spondence the views of the members of the Committee on 
the suggestions received ; otherwise the courses drawn up 
shall be taken to be finally approved by the Committee. 

5. The courses as finally approved by the Committee 
shall be submitted, along with such observations as 
the Curriculum Committee may have made, to the 
Board at its annual meeting by the Convener or by 
some other member of the Committee who is a mem- 
ber of the Board and is present at the annual meeting. 

6. The courses, as finally approved and sanctioned 
by the Board, shall be printed in the prospectus and 
issued by the Secretary not less than two years before 
the date of the examination for which those courses 
have been prescribed. 

7. If the Board is of opinion that a recommendation 
made by a Committee of Courses requires reconsideration 
it may refer the matter back to the Committee. After 
-considering the views of the Committee upon its 
reference, the Board shall decide the matter. 
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8. A Committee may bring to the notice of the Board 
any matter connected with the examinations or coilrses 
in respect of the subject or subjects with which it w 
concerned. 

9. Any two or more Committees of Courses may 
and, at the request of the Board, shall meet and render 
a joint report upon any matter with which they are 
severally and jointly concerned. 

CHAPTER VI 

Tun Examinations’ Committee 

1. It shall be the duty of the Examinations’ Commit- 
tee, subject to the sanction and control of the Board — 

(a) to order examinations in conformity with the 
regulations and to fix dates for holding them ; 

{/>) *to consider the recommendations of the Com- 
mittees of Courses with regard to examiners 
and to prepaie lists of examiners for the 
approval of the Board ; 

(c) to appoint Boards of Moderators on the rccom^ 

mondation of the Committees of Courses ; 

(d) to propose maximum and minimum marks for 

each subject and for each part of a subject,

each case. 

2. No member of the Board should be appointed an examiner 
tiuring bis period of office. 
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after receiving recommendations from the 
Committees of Courses concerned ; 

(e) to frame rules for the award of grace marks ; 

(/) prescribe forms of application to be filled up 

by candidates applying for permission to appear 
at examinations, and forms of certificates to 
be granted to successful candidates ; 

{fj) to fix rates of honorarium for examiners^ 
invigilators, and others ; 

./I) to propose the opening and closing of centres 
of examination ; 

(i) to prescribe the mode of conducting the oral and 
practical tests, if any ;

Rcfjistrafion 

1. A register of persons eligible for examinorsliip under these nil's 
should be maintained liy the Seendary of the Board in each subject 
separately for the IFigh School and Intermediate Examinations. 

2. Applications for enrolment in the register should be made ia 
the prescribed form to the Secretary of tho Board once a year by the 
31st August. 
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(j) to appoint tabulators for the examinations 

conducted by the Board ; 

(k) to consider all other matters arising out of the 

conduct of examinations, and to make recom- 
mendations, where necessary, to the Board. 
2. The Examinations’ Committee shall appoint a 
Sub “Committee to scrutinize applications from private 
candidates for permission to appear at the Board’s 
examinations. 


Selection 

1. The Committees of Courses shall ordinarily recommend names 
of persons for exammership from the register but may in special cases 
r(‘(*ommend names of persons having expert knowledge or possessing 
experience of long standing. 

2. The Examinations’ Committee should ordinarily accept the 
recommendations made by the Committees of Courses for examinership 
except (1 ) m cases where a recommendation for examinership has been 
made for more than one subject or (2) where the recommendation is 
riot in accordance with the rules governing the appointment of exami- 
ners or (3) in cases of emergency. 

3. (a) No examiner should ordinarily continue as such if he has 
worked as an examiner for four years in all. On ceasing to be an 
examiner ho may apply for enrolment in the register. liis name should 
bo placed at the bottom of the register and he should not be re-appointed 
until the cases of all the persons above him have been coii'^idered. 

(b) The four years’ period as an examiner should include services 
as an examiner in different subjects and different examinations after 
which there must bo a break of at least two years. 

4. Persons who have held examinership in the past but are not 
present on the list of examiners for 1942-43 may b,e considered pari 
passu with others for appointment to examinership. 

5. In case of technical and specialized subjects qualified persons 
unconnected with the educational institutions may be appointed as 
examiners. 

6. No one should as a rule be appointed as a head or deputy head 
examiner unless he has previously served as an assistant or co-examiner. 

7. If an examiner is found guilty of carelessness or other offence 
he should not be re-appionted for a period the length of which should 
be determined by the nature of the offence. 
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CHAPTER VII 

Recognition of institutions by the Board 

1. The Committee of Recognition shall consist of 
6even members, at least five of whom shall be elected 
by the Board. 

2. *Its duties shall be to scrutinize applications for 
recognition, to call for other information necessary for 
purposes of recognition, and to perform such other 
duties as may be delegated to it by the Board. 

8. Other tilings being equal, preference should be given to the senior 
man over the junior in appointment as examiner. 

9. Examinership should be so allotted as to ensure that all sections 
n.nd interests are adequately represented, provided that suitable 
examiners are forthcoming from sections concerned. 

10. Every examiner shall at the conclusion of the examination be 
required to furnish a certificate to the effect that lie has not within 
the period allowed for the marking of answer-books been expected 
to examine more than one thousand answer-books of all kinds. He 
shall definitely state v.diile accepting the examinershi]) that ho shall 
not mark more than one thousand books. (To be incorporated in tho 
prescribed form for the acceptance of examinership.) 

♦The Board has laid down the following conditions to bo strictly 
-observed by the Recognition Committoo and to bo strictly applied by 
them to every case which came up for recognition. It should be not 
possible for the Board to dispense with any of those conditions. In 
the case of Girls’ institutions the condition may bo relaxed to suit 
particular cases. 

Condition 1 — No middle school shall be recognized as a high school 
until it has obtained permanent recognition as a middle school, simi- 
larly n^ high school shall be recognized as an intermediate college 
until it has obtained permanent recognition as a high school. 

2. Necessary accommodation — (a) Every building intended to be 
used for educational purposes must contain one room per section at the 
irate of 12 sq. ft. per student subject to a tmaximum of 33 scholars in 
a primary section, 35 scholars in each section of classes V — VIII, 40 
scholars in each section of clases IX and X and 50 scholars in each 
seofcion of classes XI and XII. On no account, however, will students 
be admitted in any section whose admission will mean that there is less 
than 12 sq. ft. of floor space for each student. In addition to the class- 
rooms there should be an office for the headmaster and for the clerk, 
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a teacher room, a library and reading roo^m, an Art room, a language 
room and separate rooms for optional subjects including at least one 
History and Geography room. Whero there are two sections adjust- 
ments may be allowed. The extra rooms re'quired for a high school 
which wishes to be raised to intermediate status will be at least five 
as a minimum. 

(b) Every high school must have at least one full size football 
field and sufficient rooms for a playground for smaller boys. The 
playing fields may be at a distance from the school provided they are 
in a healthy locality. 

If the school has no hall or room big enough then a covered 
gymnasium must bo provided for physical training. The playing field 
accommodation must bo douljled for double section schools. For 
intermediate classes there must be an additional full size playground. 

(c) Sanitary accommodation must bo provided at the rate of 2 
per cent, of the students on the rolls. Special separate provision should 
bo made for teachers. 

3. Finance — (a) It shall bo nc'cessary for tho management of 
each high school to provide an endowment of Rs. 15,000 before* they 
open class IX and Ils.25,000 for an intermi diate colle ge before class XI 
is opened. 

(h) Its. 1,000 must bo pre)vided for the purchaso of libraiy books 
for a high school, and for t>ach additional major subject Bs.200 in 
two jnnxrs. When interme^diate classes are opened an additional 
Pvs. 2,000 must be provielod and each additional subject will require 
Ks.oOO over a period of two years. These sums will not incliiele the 
cost of text-books used in the schools. 

4. Staff — Ono traiiicel graeluate or unelei gradual t* tcaehei shall 
bo employed for every section at tho folle^wing rate: 

Ono L. T. or B. T. for class X and the same for class IX and a 
thirel L. T. for tho upper middle section. The other sections will be 
staffed by C. T’s so that each single section high school will require 
3 L. T.’s and 5 C. T.’s as class teachers. In addition there shall be a 
hoadmaster who shall bo a traiiK'd graduate, teachers of optional 
languages and Art teachers. Tho minimum stai ting pay for a C. T. shall 
bo Rs.45, for an L. T. or B. T. Rs.75 and for a teacher in an intermediate 
college Rs.lOO. The minimum pay for a headmaster shall bo Rs.l50 
and for a Principal Rs.250. The minimum pay shall bo the starting pay 
in a definite time-scalo which may be fixed by Government. 

AT.B. — Tho financial requirements for High Schools and Inter- 
mediate Colleges for recognition as laid down in para. 3(cf) above are 
Rs. 15,000 and Rs.25,000 (in all) respectively in endowments, con- 
sisting of hard cash, securities, investments, landed and house pro- 
party yielding income, and not additional endowments of these 
•amounts. 
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3. *An institution desiring to be recognized for the 
purposes of an examination conducted by the Board 
Bhall not later than the 30th of September in the year 
preceding that in which it proposes to open classes in 
preparation for an examination, apply to the Secretary 
for permission to send up candidates. 

On receij)t of an application for recognition, the 
Secretary shall forward it to the Inspector of Schools 
within whose jurisdiction the institution is situated with 
a request for a local inquiry and a report and recom- 
mendation regarding the fitness of the institution for re- 
cognition. In the case of an Intermediate College the 
Director of Public Instruction may associate \rith the 
Inspector, for the purposes of the local inquiry and 
report, one or more persons who will be chosen from a list 
of persons nominated by the ]5oard. Such persons shall 
ordinarily be actually engaged in the work of teaching 
in the United Provinces. The rex)ort shall be submitted 
to the Recognition Committee through the Director of 
Public Instruction, who will add his comments and 
recommendations, if any. 

6. Ajiplications for recognition shall set out in detail 
the following particulars, upon which the inspecting 
authority should make its report and recommendation : 

(а) whether there is a real need of the institution 

in the locality ; 

(б) the constitution of the governing body, if any ; 

(c) the name of the manager or secretary or corres- 
pondent, as the case may be ; 


♦Tho Board has ruled that no inbtitution unless expressly asked to 
do so by the Recognition Committee should bo allowed to renew its 
application for recognition within two years from the date of the rojeo* 
tion by the Board of its last application. 
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{d) the qualifications and rates of pay of the teach- 
ing staff ; 

(e) the examination or examinations for which it 
desires recognition ; 

(/) the subject or subjects of instruction in which 
the institution undertakes to make provision ; 

((/) the accommodation provided in class-room» 
and in hostels ; 

(7i) the provision made for the health, recreation 
and discipline of scholars and for a playing 
field ; 

{%) the financial position of the institution and the 
sources and amount of income ; 

(j) the scale of fees charged and the provision, if 
any, for the admission of poor scholars ; 

[h) the number of scholars in each class or section 
of a class. 

6. Any other information which the Board may call 
for in connexion with the application shall be supplied 
by the institution through the inspecting authority. 

7. The inspecting authority in forwardipg its report 
shall state whether, and in what subjects or on what 
conditions, recognition should, in its opinion, be granted. 

b. No institution shall be recognized unless it agrees 
to comply with the following requirements : 

(a) it shall, in the case of a High School, be open to> 
inspection by the inspecting officers of the 
department, and in the case of an Interme- 
diate College by the inspecting ofScer of the 
department with whom the Director of Public* 
Instruction may, for purposes of formal in- 
spection, associate one or more persons chosen 
from the list referred to in Regulation 4 ; 
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(6) all information and returns called for by the 
department or the Board shall be duly 
furnished : 

^c) it shall not prepare and send up candidates for a 
rival examination (High School, Intermediate,, 
Intermediate in Commerce or Intermediate in 
Agriculture) when an examination of the same 
nature and similar standard is held by the 
Board ; 

(d) it shall make suitable arrangements for the 
health, recreation and supervision of boarders 
and for the sanitation of its premises generally. 

8A. An Intermediate College comprising classes 
III to XII may be recognized, provided its total 
enrolment does not exceed five hundred and provided 
further, a headmaster is appointed in charge of the 
junior section of the College ; but in ease the total 
enrolment exceeds five hundred, classes IX to XII or 
VII to XII should be formed into a separate institution. 

9. If satisfied that an institution is deserving of 
recognition, the Board shall direct the Secretary to enter 
its name upon a list of recognized institutions to be kept 
by him, and the Secretary shall inform the institution 
and the Inspector of the division in w'hich it is situated 
in which subjects, on what conditions, and for what 
examination or examinations it has been recognized. 

10. Where an institution desires to add to the sub- 
jects of instruction in respect of which recognition has

A European institution recognized for the Intermediate Ex- 
amination can Simultaneously prepare candidates for the Cambridge 
Higher School Certificate Examination also. 
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been granted, the procedure prescribed by the foregoing 
regulations shall, as far as may be, be followed. 

11. An institution recognized by the Board for the 
purposes of any of its examinations shall submit to the 
department annual returns giving the personnel and pay 
of the teaching staff. Any change in the management shall 
be communicated as soon after the change as possible. 


12. The department shall forward to the Secretary 
copies of all notifications from a recognized institu- 
tion communicating changes in management and in the 
number, qualifications and salaries of the teaching staff, 
the result of which, in its opinion, affects the fitness of 
the institution for continued recognition by the Board. 

13. If the department is of opinion that any 
institution recognized by the Board has, by reason of 
deterioration, ceased to meet the requirements of the 
Board, the department shall make a repoit to the Board. 
On receipt of the department’s report the Board may, 
through the Divisional Inspector, institute such inquiry 
as it thinks fit. The report of the Inspector will be sub- 
mitted to the Board through the Director of Public 
Instruction, who will add his comments, if any, and 
the Board will take the report into consideration at 
its next meeting and inform the department of its deci- 
sion. In the case of an Intermediate College the Direc- 
tor of Public Instruction may associate with the Inspec- 
tor for the purpose of the inquiry one or more persons 
chosen from the list referred to in Regulation 4. 

14. In any case in which the Board may decide 
that action is necessary upon the report, it will first call 
upon the authorities through the department to show 
cause why such action should not be taken. 
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15. No action shall be taken by the Board on any 
report by the department without first giving the insti- 
tution concerned an opportunity of making any repre- 
sentation it may wish to make through the department 
to the Board. 

16. The Board shall, if satisfied that the institution 
is no longer fit for recognition, direct the Secretary to 
issue a warning to the governing body through the 
department that unless within a period fixed by the 
Board the institution removes the defect or defects to 
which attention has been called, it will be struck off 
the list of recognized institutions or that recognition 
will be withdrawn in one or more optional subjects. The 
Board shall have power to extend from time to time the 
period so fixed. 

17. If within the time fixed by the Board, or within 
such further time as may be allowed by it, the institu- 
tion fails to satisfy the Board that it is conforming to 
its requirements, the Board shall strike the institution 
off the list of recognized institutions or shall withdraw 
recognition in one or more optional subjects. 

18. The Board may, at a subsequent date, after 
report by an Inspector, reinstate an institution on the 
list of recognized institutions, or, if recognition was 
withdrawn in one or more optional subjects, restore 
to it the privileges of preparing candidates therein. 

19. No institution shall be recognized in any branch 
of experimental science* unless it satisfies the Board — 

(a) that the number of students assigned to a single 
teacher in practical work at one time does not 
exceed 20 ; 

♦The Board has ruled that recognition in General Science, not 
Science, should be granted to new institutions for the High School 
Examination. 
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(6) that suitable and, in the case of lutermediate 
classes, separate Li])Oratories for each branch 
of experimental science are provided, and 
that each of them is adequately equipped. 

20. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
regulatioins, heads of recognized institulions may admit 
to the optional sulqects except those in which the Board 
has already presca-ibed a limit, for the High School 
Examination in classes IX and X students reading in 
those classes in other i-ecognizec* institutions in which 
those op^onal subjcads arc not taught. The nunilier of 
the students to be so admitted shall be fixed by the 
heads of the itistitutim s coiujeined, subject to the maxi- 
mum limit x>iesciibcd for the class. 

CHAPTER VIII 
Thu Finance (X)Mmittee 

1. Tile Finance Coinmittce shall act as an advisory 
bod\ in all matters coi corning the finances of the Board. 

2. It shall coi sist of — 

(a) tile Assistant I)ii*ector of Pu])lic lestruction 
ex ojficlo Convener ; 

{b) ovc Principal of an Intermediate College not 
maintained by Provincial Government, who is 
a member of the Board ; 

(c) one repi’esentative of the non-official members 

of the Legislative Council, wdio is a member 
of tlie Board ; 

(d) four other inembers elected by the Board. 

3. Tlie ai nual financial statement of the Board 
shall first be laid before the Finance Committee before- 
being submitted to the Board. 

4. The Finance Committee shall also see the 
schedules of i ew demands jiroposed to be included in 
the budget relating to institutions recognized by the 
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Board and submit its views thereon for the consideration 
of tlie Board, 


CHAPTER IX 
The Curriculum Committee 

1. The number of members appointed to the Curri^ 
culum Committee by the Board shall be fifteen, of whom 
at least twelve shall be members of twelve different 
Committees of Courses. 

2. The duties of the Curriculum Committee shall 
be— ' 

(a) to consider the total number of compulsory 

and optional subjects for each of the Board’s 
examinations ; 

(b) to arrange the standards of the courses for the 

High School and Intermediate stages in a 
regular graded order ; 

(c) to recommend curricula for the Intermediate 

Examination leading to both University and 
vocational courses ; 

(rf) to consider proposals for the introduction of new 
subjects and the exclusion of existing sub- 
jects ; 

(e) to consider questions uf the formation of groups 
of subjects and the alternation of one group 
with another ; 

(/) Deleted. 

(g) to fix the number of question papers to be set 
in each subject after receiving recommenda* 
tions from the Committees of Courses con- 
cerned ; 
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(h) to recommend the standard of length for 

written tests in different subjects’ after 
receiving recommendations from the Com- 
mittees of Courses concerned ; 

(i) to consider the recommendations of the Com- 

mittees of Courses with regard to the courses 
of study. 

CHAPTER X 

Conditions under which Grants-in-aid may be given 
TO Recognized Institutions 

1. No grant-in-aid shall be recommended to any 
institution unless it has been recognized by the Board. 

2. An institution receiving grant-in-aid shall, unless 
specially exempted by the Government, invest all 
Government grants not disbursed within a month of 
their receipt in a Presidency or post office savings bank. 

3. An institution shall be liable to have its grant 
withdrawn if it continues, even after a warning by the 
department, to employ a teacher who takes an active 
part in political agitation calculated to subvert the 
authority of Government. 

4. The provisions of the Educational Code, United 
Provinces, with regard to grants-in-aid shall apply to 
all institutions recognized by the Board, so far as they 
are not inconsistent with these Regulations. 

CHAPTER XI 
Residence oe Students 

1. Where accommodation is available, ever3^ stu- 
dent of a recognized institution shall reside in a hostel 
provided by it, or in a hostel recognized by the head 
of the institution, or with a parent or guardian. 

2. Where no accommodation is available in a re- 
cognized hostel, the head of an institution may permit 
a student or students to live in lodgings reserved by the 
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keeper thereof for students of recognized institutions, 
provided — 

(a) that the lodgings are open to inspection by the head 

of the institution concerned or by any member 
of the staff who is deputed for the purpose ; and 

(b) that the keeper is willing to submit to the 

requirements regarding supervision of students 
laid down by the head of the institution or 
heads of institutions concerned. 

CHAPTER XII 
Examinations 
General Rules 

1. The Board shall conduct the following examina- 
tions : 

(а) The High School Examination. 

(б) The Intermediate Examination. 

(c) The Intermediate Examination in Commerce. 

{d) The Intermediate Examination in Agriculture. 

(e) The Diploma Examination in Indian Music at the 

end of the High School course. 

(/) Examination for Certificate in Military Science. 

2. The Board’s examinations shall be held at such 
centres and on such dates and at such times as the Board 
may from time to time appoint. 

3. The tests at the Board’s examinations may be 
partly oral or practical and partly written. Oral and 
practical tests shall be carried out by examiners appoint- 
ed by the Board in such manner as the Examinations’ 
Committee may prescribe from time to time. Written 
tests shall be by means of question papers, and the 
question papers shall be given out simultaneously at 
every centre at which the examination is being held. 

4. Every candidate sent up by a recognized institu- 
tion for admission to an examination held by the Board 
shall, not later than the seventh of January each year, — 
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(а) pay the fee prescribed for the examination, 

(б) state the optional subject or subjects in which he 

desires to present himself for examination, and 
(c) furnish the Secretary with a certificate showing— 

(i) that he has completed a regular course of 
study* in a recognized institution ; 

(ii) Cancelled ; 

(iii) (for Sciencef candidates of the High School 
Examination only) that he has actually per- 
formed the experiments laid down in the 
syllabus. 

5. The following fees shall be paid in respect of the 
examinations held by the Board : 

(1) High School Exa- Rupees 15 by each candi-

6. The work of scrutiny docs not include re-examination of the 
answer-books of a candidate. It consists of re-checking the 
marks entered in the answer-books with a view to seeing whether 
there has been any mistake in totalling the marks assigned to indivi- 
dual questions or in the form of omitting the marks assigned to any 
•question [vide resolution 16 of the mooting of the Examinations’

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CHAPTER XVI 

Election of Members of the Board under clauses 

(C) and (e) OF SUB-SECTION (1) OF SECTION 3 OF THE 

Intermediate Education Act, 1921 

1. An election to fill any vacancy amongst members 
of the Board which is to be filled by election by Prin- 
cipals of Intermediate Colleges not maintained by Gov- 
ernment or by Head Masters of High Schools not main- 
tained by Government shall be held on such dates as 
the Chairman shall appoint. 

2. As soon as the Chairman has fixed the date for 
elec tion, the Secretary shall circulate a notice to every 
Principal or Head Master, as the case may be, inviting 
the nomination of a candidate other than himself for 
election within the time to be named in the notice. Such 
time shall be not less than a fortnight from the date of 
the issue of the notice. Such notice shall state the date 
and hour up to which nominations will be received by 
the Secretary at his office. 

3. Within the said time any Principal or Head Mas- 
ter, as the case may be, may propose a candidate other 
than himself for election as a member, provided that 
such candidate is willing to stand for election. This 
proposal need not be seconded. 

4. On the expiration of the period fixed by the notice, 
the Secretary shall, after scrutiny of the nominations 
received, prepare and send to every voter a list of candi- 
ilates who have been duly nominated, and have not 
withdrawn their candidature, together with a voting 
paper, and shall also specify the date fixed for election 
and the time on the said date up to which votes must be 
deposited with him : provided that if the number of such 
candidates is equal to the number of vacancies, all such • 
candidates shall be deemed to be elected ; and provided, 
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fujther, that if the Duinber uf such candidates is less 
than the number of vacancies; all such candidates 
shall be deemed to be elected, and the Secretary shall 
invite fresh nominations for the remaining vacancy or 
vacancies. 

5. The voting paper must be signed by the voter and 
shall be placed by him in a sealed cover superscribed 

Voting paper for the election of a member of the Board. 
He shall either deliver the cover in person to the Secre- 
tary at his office or send it by registered post to him. 
The voting paper must reach the Secretary before the 
expiry of the time fixed within which votes will be 
received. The Secretary shall deposit all covers con- 
taining voting papers in a safe in his office, until the 
time fixed by the Chairman for opening them, and for 
sci’utinizing and counting the votes. 

6. The Chairman shall appoint two members of the 
Board to act with the Secretary in the scrutiny and 
counting of the votes. 

7. At the time fixed for opening the covers of the 
voting papers the covers shall be opened by the Secre- 
tary in the presence of the said members, and the voting 
papers shall then be duly scrutinized. 

8. Every Principal or Head Master, as the case may 
be, of an institution recognized by the Board shall be 
entitled to vote. Every voter shall have as many votes 
as there are vacancies to be filled : provided that no 
voter shall give more than one vote to any one candidate. 
If more than one vote be recorded by a voter for the 
same candidate, such votes shall be recognized as one 
vote. If the voter records more votes than the vacan- 
cies, his voting paper shall be declared invalid. The 
decision of the Secretary and the two members of the 
Boaid appointed to act with him shall be final as to 
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the validity of any votes recorded. In case of difference 
of opinion between them, the decision shall be in accord- 
ance with the opinion of the majority. 

9. After the scrutiny is completed and the votes 
have been counted, a statement shall be prepared for 
submission to the Chairman, showing the number of 
valid votes received by each candidate. Such state- 
ment shall be signed by the Secretary and the said two 
members of the Board. 

10. A candidate who has received the largest num- 
ber of valid votes shall be deemed to be elected. In the 
event of two or more candidates obtaining an equal num- 
ber of votes, the election shall be determined by lot to* 
be drawn in the presence of the Secretary and the two 
members of the Board and in such manner as the Secre- 
tary may think fit. 

11. The voting papers shall be preserved in the Sec- 
retary’s office after the election till such time as the 
Chairman may direct. 

CHAPTER XVII 

MlSCElLANEOUS 

1. Detailed information regarding the examinations 
of the Board shall be given in the prospectus of the exa- 
minations, w'hich is issued annually by the Secretary of 
the Board and can be obtained from the Superintendentj 
Printing and Stationery, United Provinces, Allahabad, 
on payment of the fixed price. 

2. The rules of the Educational Code of the United 
Provinces shall apply to all institutions recognized 
by the Board in so far as they are not inconsistent 
with these regulations. 

3. The Board shall, from time to time, prepare such 
forms and registers as may be deemed necessary. The 
forms when so prepared shall be appended to these regula- 
tions and shall, with such variations as circumstances 
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may require, be used for the respective purposes 
mentioned therein. 

*4 For the purposes of a regular course of study, the 
minimum number of meetings of a class that must be 
held in preparation for any of the Board’s examinations 
shall be as follows : — 

(1) The minimum number of days that re ognized 
institutions including classes XI and XII shall be open 
shall be 180 ; for other recognized institutions the mini- 
mum shall be 200. 

(2) No candidate shall be presented for the High 
School Examination by a recognized institution unless 
he has been pres?nt in classes IX and X for at leastf 75 
per cent, of the days the institution was open during 
two academical years. 

(3) No candidates shall be presented for the Inter- 
mediate Examination by a recognized institution unless

(d) Students who are allowed to attend camps of tlie Univer- 
sity Training Corps or the territorial army or to join team g:ames, 
scout rallies or educational excursions may bo considered as present. 
The High School or tho Intermediate course being a two years^ 
course in each subject, a change of subjects in class X or XII is not 
ordinarily permissible but in exceptional cases heads of institutions 
may permit a change of subjects and such cases should be reported 
to the Board with reasons [vide resolution 10(11) (1) of the Board, 
dated the 10th November, 1932]. Permission to change more than 
one subject should be very sparingly granted. Tho attendance

39. The Chairman may, at any stage in the proceedings, at his own 
discretion or at the request of a member, explain the scope and effect of 
the motion or amendment which is before the meeting. Ho may also 
nt the conclusion of a debate, sum up the debate, if he so desires. 

40. Any member may, with the permission of the Chairman, rise, even 
while another is speaking, to explain any expression used by himself which 
may have been mis inderstood by the speaker, but he shall confine hiraseit 
strictly to s ich explanation. 

4J. Any member may call the Chairman’s attention to a point of order, 
even while another member is addressing the meeting, but no speech 
shall be made on such point of order. 

42. The Chairman shall be the sole judge on any point of order, and 
•miv call any member to order, anl mxy, if necessary, dissolve the meeting 
or adjour i it to mme hour on t lo same or the following di'/. 

43. A motion or imendment may bo withdrawn by permission of 
the Chairman by any moniber wlio lias given notice of such motion or 
amendment. 

44. Any motion or amnidm^nt stinding m th ' iiam > of a member 
who is absent from a meeting may be brought forward by any other member. 

15 On pitting any questi > i to tlie vote, the Chairman shall call for 
an hid cation of the opinion of tho Hoard by a shov of hands in the 
affirmative and negative and shill declare tiie result thereof according to 
his opinion. 

40. A motion for tho appointment of a eommittc' on a subject under 
debate may bo ma le by any member at any time, and withvi’it preidous 
notice. 

17. A motion for the appointment of a comniitteo must define the 
purpose for which the committee is to serve and the number of members 
to compose it. Amendments for enlarging or restricting tlie number may 
be made without previous notice. If the motion is carried the members 
moving sliall name the persons whom ho vishes to form the committee 
A ballot shall then be taken, if necessary, and the requisite number 
appointed from those who obtain the largest number of votes. 

48. The Convener of a committeo shall be appointed at the time of 
the appointment of the committee. 

49. The resolutions of a committee a ipointed be the Board sliall he 
embodied in a report. Tho report shall be presented to tlic Board at its 
next meeting, subject to due notice. 

50. Notice of meetinixs of eommitte'^s may be sent b > members 
the Conveners through the Secretary or direct, but in the latter case a copy 
of tho noti ‘0 must invariably be sent to the Secretary. 

51. Meetings of all ordinary committees of the Board shall, as far as 
pessiblo, be held immediately before th- meetings of the Board. 
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62. The Convener of a committee shall furnish to the Secretary a 
copy of the report of every meeting of the committee, together^with a list 
of the memhers present. 

53. Th > quorum of a committee shall not be less than a majority of 
the members constituting it. 

54. If the meeting of a eommitt' e fails for want of a quorum, the 
meeting may be adjourned to some other date when the members present 
will, even in the absence of a quorum, transact the business notified for 
the original meeting. The business of a meeting which fails for want of 
a quorum may also be transacted by correspondence. 

55. Committees of Courses may dispose of their business partly by 

meeting and partly by correspondcriee, 

56. At meetings of committees of the Board every question ^shall bo 
decided by a majority of the votes of the members presimt. In the ease 
of the votes being equally divided, the person presiding shall have a second 
vote. 

56(a). A member of a Committee of ('ourses or of the Curriculum 
Committee or of a Rub-Committee who has or has had anj?' pecuniary 
interest in a book which is submitted to the Committee or Sub-Committeo 
for consideration as a text-bock or for class use shall withdiaw from the 
meeting while the book is under discussion. 

56(6). Members of Committees of Cour.'^es or of the Curriculum Com- 
mittee shall send a doclaralion in writing to the Recrotnry of the Board 
whenever they have an interest, diioi t or indirect, in any of the books 
coming for consideiotion before the Commit tee of which they arc members. 
The Secretary shall forward the declaration to the Convener of the Com- 
mittee concerned who will ensure that by-law 56(a) is duly observed. 

56(c). No person who has submitted a book for the consideration 
of any Committee of Courses of the Board or whoso book is on the list 
of approved books for use in any class shall be appointed a reviewer to 
review a book submitted for use in that particular class and in that 
particular branch of subject for which use his own book has been sub- 
mitted for consideration or is already on the list of apjiroved books 
nor shall he take part in discussion and voting on such a book in case 
he happens to be a member of the Committee. 

57. As soon as practicable after meeting of the Board, a draft of the 
minutes of such meeting shall he submitted by the Secretary to the Chair- 
man and attested by him. The minutes shall then be printed and circu- 
lated to all members and such of them as were present shall, within a 
fortnight of the issue of the minutes, communicate to the Secretary any 
exceptions they may take to the correctness thereof. The minutes and 
the exceptions taken, if any, shall he laid before the next meeting of the 
Board and the minutes in their final form shall then be confirmed. 

58. In any case not provided for by these by-laws the Chairman shall 
be entitled to give his own ruling as to procedure.

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Jttemo. regarding Travelling Allowance Rules 

{Corrected tip to May 1, 1943) 

1. Members should submit their travelling allowance 
bills as soon as the journey has been completed. In no 
ease should claims be allowed to stand over for more 
than five months. 

2. The travelling allowance will be admissil^tinly 
from and to the usual place of the residence of the member 
in the United Provinces. 

3. Non-official members of the Board and its com- 
mittees, who are also members of the Legislative 
Assembly and Council, or who have a monthly ircome of 
over Rs.900 will be paid travelling and daily allowances 
at the rates admissible to first class officers. Other non- 
official members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowances admissible to second class officers. 

Non-official members other than those who aro also 
members of the Legislative Assembly and Council, 
claiming travelling and daily allowances at first class 
rates, should invariably mention on their travelling 
allowance bills their monthly income and should certify 
on the bill that their monthly income is over Rs.900. 

4. Official members will be paid according to 
the class to which they belong. * They should 
therefore, mention in the travelling allowance bills their 
monthly pay and whether they are gazetted or non- 
gazetted. Government servants on pay of over Rs.QOO 
per mensem are treated as first class officers, those 
on pay of over Rs.200 as second class officers, and all 
other government servants as third class. 

5. The rates of travelling allowance admissible to 
different classes of officers are as follows :

Rs.12-8 or fraction of 
Rs.12-8 subject to a 
minimum of Rs.5. 

All non-officials .. Rs.2-12 per diem.

7. In cases where concession fares are allowed 
for return journeys, the mileage allowance will be 
limited to the actual cost of the return ticket plus ^ 
of the ordinary fare each way. 

8. The means of conveyance should be specified in 
the case of road journeys. 

9. Members are required to certify on the travel- 
ling allowance bill to the effect that they actually travel- 
led in the class for which they are claiming the railway 
fa;re. 
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10. In the case of road journey by motor car, it 
should be stated in the bill whether the motor car 
was his own, hired or borrowed. 

1 1 . When a member travels in a motor bus or lorry 
and hires only a seat, berth or portion of the bus or 
lorry, he will be entitled to travelling allowance ^t the 
same rates as would have been admissible haa cne 
journey been an ordinary journey by rail, with the 
modification that li lorry fare of the corresponding 
class (if there are more than one class in the lorry) 
shall be substituted for li railway fare of the class 
admissible. 

Regular bus service is available between Mussoorie, 
Dehra Dun^ Bulandshahr and Lakhaoti, Almora and 
Naini Tal and several other places where practical 
Examiners have to go. These may be availed of as far 
as possible. Reasons should be given if it is not availed 
of. 

12. No daily allowance is admissible for a day on 
W'hich the stay is for less than 8 hours. 

13. When it is possible, to travel either by rail 
or by road, and the journey is actually made by road 
the mileage allowance should be calculated as if the 
journey had been made by rail and the bill should be 
drawn up accordingly. 

14. Payment will ordinarily be made accordmg la 
the shortest route for a journey. 

15. The point in a station from or at which a 
journey should be held to commence or end is the Col- 
lector’s office or if there be no Collector’s office, the 
actual starting point or point visited. 

16. All meetings held within a week or as notified 
in the printed programme will be regarded as a single 
session respect of which travelling allowanoe for 
(l^gle set(j^ journ^ will be admissible. 
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17. Travelling allowance bill forms can be obtain- 
ed from the local treasury. All non-official members 
should prepare their bills on the travelling allowance 
bill form meant for gazetted officers. 

18. The Travelling Allowance bill of a non-gazet- 
ted "government servant should be drawn by the head 
of iiiS institution who should sign the bUl, draw the 
amount and pay the amount to him. The Seer tary 
will countersign it as Controlling Officer. 

19. Detailed Travelling Allowance Rules wil' be 
found in Financial Handbook, Volume III. 

“ Member ” includes member of the Board and its 
Committees, Practical Examiners and others performing 
journeys on the business of the Board.
